Now We Know 


We’reRepwblican herein Andover. 
We haven’t cared particularly for 
the fellow who went off fishing last 
week and met another fisherman 
from Great Britain. And when we 
examine things that he proposes, 
we're a little inclined ito ‘take it 
only after we’ve salted it pretty 
well. 


We're Americans here in An- 
dover. We like America, sweet land 
of liberty. We’d give our lives to 
defend and preserve these United 
States of ours, and we wouldn’t 
hesitate a minute. We would do any- 
thing to make America safe, to 
make America peaceful, to make 
America prosperous. 


We’re Christians here in Andover 
—but don’t we here and doesn’t 
everybody everywhere pay too little 
attention to the doctrines of Chris- 
tianity? Aren’t we too busy trying 
to make our own country prosper- 
ous to think of other countries? 
Aren’t we too busy thinking of our 
own party beliefs to judge the ideas 
of our President on their merits? 

An eight-point program came as 
the result of that little fishing-trip 
of the President. He and England’s 
Churchill agreed on it, and it beats. 
any new World Order that has come 
out of Brenner 'Pass conferences. It 
is based fundamentally on the fun- 
damental basis of Christianity: lov- 
ing thy neighbor. 

(Many of us in America have felt 
that were we to partake of this 
present struggle, we would be no 
better off than we were after the 
last war and in another twenty 
years we would be in a World War 
Ill. And as it was going, we had no 
guarantee that the treaties that 
came out of 'this war would ‘be any 
more permanently satisfactory than 
the Versailles treaty that came out 
of the last. All we knew was that 
Great Britain’s aim was to destroy 
Hitlerism, and although that cause 
might have a good bit of merit to 
it, there seemed no more hope for 
permanent peace than the war 
which destroyed the Hohenzollern 
dynasty. For it was not getting at 
the roots of the thing. 

Now we have aims. We know 
now, before we’ve entered the war, 
what we would be fighting for were 
we to enter it. Wilson’s fourteen 
points, to which these eight have 
been compared, came after we had 
entered the last war. Great Britain 
is now pledged to us, and we are 
pledged to Great Britain to create 
and maintain certain conditions 
after the conclusion of this war, 
and if they are maintained, it 
should bring prosperity and so per-

manent peace to all. Keeping one 
nation down won’t bring permanent 
peace—that certainly has been 
proved emphatically. But by giving 
everyone a fair chance to live de- 
cen.ly, .o eat three good meals, 
you've destroyed ‘the seeds that 
bring H-.iei.o2m, Communism and 
Fascism. People, if they haven’t 
been oppressed iby Czars or held 
down by vindictive imperialism, 
won't fiee to such things as Nazi- 
ism. If people are decently fed, if 
they’ve been given the right to life, 
they will secure for themselves the 
rights to liberty and the pursuit of 
happiness. 

We can forget party; we can for- 
get country; we can now look for- 
ward with hope to a future in which 
everybody, regardless of country, is 
trying to help everybody else get 
along. There will be Hitlers, but a 
well-fed, happy populace will pay 
no attention to them. 


One More To Go 

A bill in which the town of An- 
dover has been intensely interested 
comes up before the Senate for 
final vote shortly after Labor day, 
and unless some of those things 
happen that make us wonder if our 
office-holders act as their con- 
sciences tell them they should, the 
bill should pass and Governor 
Saltonstall should sign it. 

In the spring when the bill to 
permit mutual insurance companies 
to have the same priviliges to 
write non-assessable policies that 
stock companies have was first 
brought before the legislature, to 
the average trusting Andover mind 
it seemed apparent that no legisla- 
tor could conscientiously vote 
against it. And naturally, we were 
interested in it, for insurance is 
one of Andover’s big businesses, 
and anything that would increase 
the flow of business to this town 
means additional employment for 
townspeople. 

There were no valid reasons for 
anyone's voting against the bill. 
Stock companies have to have a 
certain capital by law, whereas 
mutual companies don’t, and in the 
old days law insisted that mutual 
companies write into their policies 
a stipulation that the policyholder 
could be assessed a certain sum if 
need be. This was apparently in 
the event of a major conflagration, 
where the losses would be so heavy 
that the company couldn’t stand it.

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But facts today don’t make the 
assessment clause a_ necessity. 
Most all mutual companies carry 
a reserve that measures up with 
the stock company requirements, 
and it would be no more necessary 
for them to assess their policy- 
holders than it would be for the 
stock companies with equal capital 
to go under in a conflagration. Up 
to this year forty-six of our states 
had recognized that situation, and 
during the past few months New 
Hampshire has modified its law to 
meet the facts. Today Massachu- 
setts stands alone with an out- 
moded, discriminatory law on its 
books. 


It hurts us here in Andover. 
Agents representing the local com- 
panies sell all over the nation, and 
they are in competition with agents 
of stock companies and agents of 
non-Massachusetts mutuals who 
pounce upon the assessment clause 
as an argument against Andover’s 
companies. That shouldn’t be. The 
bill as drawn up makes the finan- 
cial requirements as airtight as 
they are for stock companies, and 
it doesn’t weaken the insurance 
structure at all. 


Our local representatives, Col- 
lins, Schlapp and Pedler, with the 
representatives from around this 
neighborhood helped greatly in 
pushing the bill through the House 
by a truly overwhelming vote. In 
the Senate our former representa- 
tive, Senator Tom Lane, was promi- 
nent in the fight that has seen it 
go successfully through two read- 
ings, although Senator Babcock, 
how representing Andover, did not 
see fit to support the bill. It has 
one more reading to go through, 
and unless some wires are pulled 
that shouldn’t be pulled it will go 
through, and it will mean a lot to 
this town of ours.
